Fire; Loss About $150,000

Homestead Hotel on Highway 60 
East at Maple street early this 
morning; causing a loss estimated 
at $ loti.000 tor the building and a 
(jossibile $50,IK)U more for furnish­ 
ings. personal property, etc. 
Gilbert Clinton, owner and pro­ 
prietor of the hotel, .^aid this morn­ 
ing he had no idea what started 
the blaze. When he was awakened 
shortly alter midnight by thick 
smoke, he did not see any sign of 
flames —- just smoke and more 
smoke that 
filled 
the halls and 
rooms so completely it w*as impos­ 
sible to get through. 
Durning the week the hotel us­ 
ually fiUed with traveling sales­ 
men who make the Homestead the 
regular stop while in this area. 


But over a week - end there are 
few there and only five guests were 
registered, including a permanent 
resident, when the fire broke out. 
Mr. Clinton managed to alert 
the guests and extricate his family 
but all those in the hotel escaped 
with practically just what they 
were wearing at the time. All per­ 
sonal effects were lost. In fact, Mr. 
Clinton escaped in his 
pajamas 
and had to borrow pants from his 
brother to wear this morning. 
Fire Chief L. D. Ramsey says 
he did not know how the fire start­ 
ed or what started it but that ap­ 
parently it started near or at a 
gas furnace in the basement. Short­ 
ly after the firemen arrived about 
1:15 a.m. there was an explosion 
in the west end of the structure 


that rocked the building and blew 
out windows. This, Chief Ramsey 
said, he thought had been a gas 
blast. 
This morning little remains of 
the hotel except a heap of smold­ 
ering and burning debris. 


Both the fire chief and Mr. Clin­ 
ton agreed that during the earlier 
amounts of the fire there were no 
flames visible — m.st smoke and 
more smoke and it vas difficult to 
determine just where the fire was. 


The Homestead Hotel was built 
in 1938 by Glenn Matthews and 
Floyd Cox and about 10 years la­ 
ter an addition was built. Matthews 
and 
Cox 
sold 
the hostelry to 
Courtney Nichols who. after oj>erat_ 
ing it for several years, sold out 
to Mr. Clinton. 


There were 31 
rooms 
in 
the 
frame structure, and Mr. Clinton 
had done considerable work in re­ 
modelling and redecorating them 
during the past year. Also, the en­ 
tire building had been brick veneer­ 
ed this past year. 
Mr. Clinton said 
this morning 
that personally he could give no 
estim ate of his loss. The building 
carried approximately 8b per cent 
insurance coverage, he said, but 
that was far from enough to meet 
the loss. Insurance men. he said, 
has estimated the cost of replac­ 
ing the building at $106,000. As to 
the furnishings, equipment a n d 
personal effects of his family and 
the five guests in the hotel, he had 
no idea, but guessed it would run 
somewhere around 
an 
addition­ 
al $50,000.

Every now and then, a Congressional staff adds up the 
value of the assets the Government owns scattered around 
the nation Thev did this the other day, and came up with 
this answer: $282.932,000.000. 
. 
Then someone always comments that, you see, the united 
States isn’t in such bad shape after all, because these assets 
almost equal the amount of the national debt. And, they add, 
if the books carried the real present worth of these assets, 
the total assets would exceed the total liabilities by some 
miles, and the U.S. would he considered ever-so-solvent by 
accounting standards. 
True, the 16 acres on which the White House stands is 
carried as being worth $1.000, and the Hope Diamond which 
graces the Smithsonian Institution is listed as “no value.’’ 
Other property is valued at the price paid when it was ac­ 
quired, and inflation has run up the present value . 
But all this property can’t be used to offset the national 
debt of $293 billion. Very little could, in fact. The Hope Dia­ 
mond is a gift, which the U.S. is not free to sell, and it’s un­ 
likely that the Kennedy family will be turned out of the 
White House and the acreage sold to Bill Zeckendorf for a 
shopping center and hotel development. 
Very little of this vast accumulation of Government prop­ 
erty produces any income. On the contrary, when the Gov­ 
ernment buys property it reduces income, because it auto­ 
matically comes off the tax rolls. 
On the other hand, taxpayers shell out millions each year 
to support these vast Federal holdings. The more the Gov­ 
ernment owns, the more expensive Government becomes. 
In Congress now are proposals for acquiring vast new 
acreages in all parts of the country’. Some are supposed to 
become national parks or recreation areas, and some are sup­ 
posed merely to be withdrawn from productive use forever, 
without any more purpose than to preserve “wilderness.” 
Government assets are, essentially, frozen assets. We 
can’t get along w ithout a lot of them, but we ought to know 
w’hy they must be limited.

IS A Convention Necessary? 
Governor Dalton's 23-me m b e r 
citizens committee to 
study the 
need for a state constitutional con­ 
vention ought to be quite adequate 
for this important assignment. It 
includes men and women of state­ 
wide reputation and considerable 
theoretical background and prac­ 
tical experience with constitutional 
issues. Its report no doubt

through Charter action to eliminate 
its “county” level of government, 
or at least to integrate it with the 
municipal corporation. The people

rity, through Charter change, to 
permit the county government to 
handle county - wide functions with­ 
out regard to municipal boundar­ 
ies.

Jan 1-3, cold north winds; 4-6, 
clear; 7-11, big snowstorm; 12-16, 
cold and stormy; 17-19, January 
thaw; 20-21, cold; 22-26 blizzard; 
27-31, clear, windy, snow. 
The Almanac warns that its fore­ 
casts apply to the Boston area and 
must be corrected for other parts 
of the country by subtracting one 
day for each time zone west. Chi­

on 
Satur­ 
day, Jan. 6, struck exactly on sche­ 
dule according to the Almanac’s 
forecast of a “big snowstorm” in 
the period of Jan. 7-11. The predic­ 
tion was better than that of the 
Chicago Weather Bureau, which 
forecast only two to four inches of 
snow on Jan. 6. 
The 01(1 Farm er’s Almanac, we 
regret to say, is not optimistic 
about the remaining months of the 
winter. February will be cold — 8.3 
degrees below average. March al­ 
so will be cold, with 16& inches of 
snow, the Almanac says. The edi­ 
tor of the Almanac is Robb Sagen- 
dorph, who lives in Dublin, N. H.

They hired public relations expert 
Anna Rosenberg, who has impor­ 
tant Democratic connections, to 
mastermind their protest. 
Other 
captains 
of 
industry, 
afraid to trust such an important 
m atter to their hired lobbyists, 
have made personal pilgrimages 
to Capitol Hill to bring their in­ 
fluence to bear on the tax writers. 
In fact, businessmen, bankers, 
industrialists, oilmen, and spokes­ 
men for other special interests 
have been pouring into Washing­ 
ton 
to 
take 
up 
the 
cudgels 
against the tax changes. 
Actually, 
President 
Kennedy 
wants to give businessmen a tax 
break in order to stimulate the 
economy. He has proposed an 8 
per cent tax credit on new plant 
machinery, which should encour­ 
age modernization to meet Euro­ 
pean competition. 
Mere Revenue 
He would also like to step up 
the depreciation rate by basing it 
upon the economic, rather than 
physical,

These two measures would re­ 
duce tax revenue an estimated 
$2,800,000,000 a year. To make up 
for the anticipated loss, the Pres­ 
ident has asked Congress to close 


certain tax loopholes. 
The most gaping is the tax ex­ 
emption granted to savings and 
loan associations on 12 per cent 
of their reserves. If they were 
taxed toe same as banks, the 
Treasury figures they should have 
paid 
$800,000,000 in 
taxes 
last 
year. Instead, they paid less than 


$6.000,000. 
The 44 ¿savings and loan com­ 
panies in toe greater Washington 
area, for example, paid less than 
$500 in taxes for the year. 
To block Congress from increas­ 
ing their tax load, the savings 
and loan boys have mounted a 
lobbying campaign that surpass­ 
es all others. They have wined 
and dined congressmen, 
organ­ 
ized a nation-wide letter writing 
campaign. 
Glenn Troop, chief lobbyist for 
the U.S. S a v i n g s and Lo«n 
League, has told Treasury men 
bluntly; "We intend to beat your 
brains out.” 
The restaurateurs have been al­ 
most as active in opposing the 
proposed 50 per cent cut in enter­ 
tainment expenses that can be 
written off by businessmen.

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Homestead Hotel Ruined By 
z\re; Loss About $150,000 


Fire 
of 
undetermined 
origin 
swept 
through 
the 
24-year-old 
Homestead Hotel on Highway 60 
East at Maple street early this 
morning; causing a loss estimated 
at $106,000 for the building and a 
possible $50,000 more for furnish­ 
ings. personal property, etc. 
Gilbert Clinton, owner and pro­ 
prietor of the hotel, said this morn­ 
ing he had no idea what started 
the blaze. When he was awakened 
shortly alter midnight by 
thick 
smoke, he did not see any sign of 
flames — just smoke and more 
smoke that filled 
the halls and 
rooms so completely it was impos­ 
sible to get through. 
Durning the week the hotel us­ 
ually filled with traveling sales­ 
men who make the Homestead the 
regular stop while in this area. 


But over a week - end there are 
few there and only five guests were 
registered, including a permanent 
resident, when the fire broke out. 
Mr, Clinton managed to alert 
the guests and extricate his family 
but all those in the hotel escaped 
with practically just what they 
were wearing at the time. All per­ 
sonal effects were lost. In fact. Mr. 
Clinical escaped in his 
pajamas 
and had to borrow pants from his 
brother to wear I his morning. 
Fire Chief L. D. Ramsey says 
he did not know how the fire start­ 
ed or what started it but that ap­ 
parently it started near or at a 
gas furnace in the basement. Short­ 
ly after the firemen arrived about 
1:15 a m. there was an explosion 
in the west end of the structure 


that rocked the building and blew 
out windows. This, Chief Ramsey 
said, he thought had been a gas 
blast. 
This morning little remains of 
the hotel except a heap of smold­ 
ering and burning debris. 


Both the fire chief and Mr. Clin­ 
ton agreed that during the earlier 
amounts of the fire there were no 
flames visible — just smoke and 
more smoke and it vas difficult to 
determine just where tile fire was. 


The Homestead Hotel was built 
in 1938 by Glenn Matthews and 
Floyd Cox and about IO years la­ 
ter an addition was built. Matthews 
and

sold 
the hostelry to 
Courtney Nichols who, after operat. 
ing it for several years, sold out 
to Mr. Clinton.

FROZEN ASSETS 


Even- now and then, a Congressional staff adds up the 
value of the asset* the Government owns scattered around 
the nation. They did this the other day, and came up with 
this answer: $282,932,000,000. 
Then someone always comments that, you see. the united 
States isn’t in such bad shape after all, because these assets 
almost equal the amount of the national debt. And, they add, 
if the books carried the real present worth of these assets, 
the total assets would exceed the total liabilities by some 
miles, and the U.S. would he considered ever-so-solvent by 
accounting standards. 
True, the 16 acres on which the White House stands is 
carried as being worth $1,000, and the Hope Diamond which 
graces the Smithsonian Institution is listed as “ no value.’’ 
Other property is valued at the price paid when it was ac­ 
quired, and inflation has run up the present value . 
But all this property can’t be used to offset the national 
debt of $293 billion. Very little could, in fact. The Hope Dia­ 
mond is a gift, which the U.S. is not free to sell, and ifs un­ 
likely that the Kennedy family will be turned out of the 
White House and the acreage sold to Bill Zeckendorf for a 
shopping center and hotel development. 
Very little of this vast accumulation of Government prop­ 
erty produces any income. On the cont ran*, when the Gov­ 
ernment buys property it reduces income, because it auto­ 
matically comes off the tax rolls. 
On the other hand, taxpayers shell out millions each year 
to support these vast Federal holdings. The more the Gov­ 
ernment owns, the more expensive Government becomes. 
In Congress now are proposals for acquiring vast new 
acreages in all parts of the country. Some are supposed to 
become national parks or recreation areas, and some are sup­ 
posed merely to be withdrawn from productive use forever, 
without any more purpose than to preserve “wilderness.” 
Government assets are, essentially, frozen assets. We 
can’t get along without a lot of them, but we ought to know 
why they must be limited.

State - wide traffic death records 
kept by the Safety Division of the 
Highway Patrol date back to Jan­ 
uary I, 1941. Tile 1961 pedestrian 
death toil last year was the lowest 
for any one year during the 21 
year period. 
Last year there were 129 pedes­ 
trians killed in Missouri traffic, 66 
below the I960 toll of 195 fatalities. 
The records show that 72 pedes­ 
trians were killed in cities 
with 
more than 10.000 population and 67 
on small town streets and rural 
highways. The 1961 pedestrian toll 
was a far cry from the 1941 re­ 
cord when 295 people were killed 
while walking near Missouri traf­ 
fic. 
During the 21 year span that 
state - wide traffic death records 
have been compiled, 4.283 people 
have been struck and killed by 
motor vehicles while walking. 
A decrease in both urkxin and 
rural pedestrian traffic deaths was 
recorded last year. The urban area 
toll dropped from 106 fatalities in 
1960 to 72 last year. In rusaLareas. 
there were 57 pedestrians killed 
last year compared to 87 in I960. 
The records show that 34 child­ 
ren less than 12 years of age were 
listed as pedestrian traffic fatal­ 
ities in 1961. There was also a tra­ 
gic number of older pedestrian 
fatalities, as 62 people past the age 
of So were killed while walking 
near traffic. 
Col Hugh H. Waggoner, the High­ 
way Patrol Superintendent said, 
“These figures leave little doubt 
that children and older people are 
the most vulnerable to traffic dan­ 
gers when walking. We earnestly 
urge parents to teach dhildren the 
perils of crossing streets or play­ 
ing near 
moving 
traffic. 
Older 
folks should not only be vers* care­ 
ful but also should be accompanied 
when they are to infirm to walk 
safely alone.”

Jan 1-3, cold north winds; 4-6, 
clear; 7-11, big snowstorm; 12-16, 
cold and stormy; 17-19, January 
thaw; 20-21, cold; 22-26 blizzard; 
27-31, clear, windy, snow. 
The Almanac warns that its fore­ 
casts apply to the Boston area and 
must be corrected for other parts 
of the country by subtracting one 
day for each time zone west. Chi­ 
cago’s 
snow 
storm 
on 
Satur­ 
day, Jan. 6, struck exactly on sche­ 
dule according to the Almanac’s 
forecast of a “big snowstorm” in 
the period of Jan. 7-11. The predic­ 
tion was better than that of the 
Chicago Weather Bureau, which 
forecast only two to four inches at 
snow on Jan. 6. 
The Olcl Farm er's Almanac, we 
regret to say, is not optimistic 
about the remaining months of the 
winter. February will be cold —. 8.3 
degrees below average. March al­ 
so will be cold, with 18% inches of 
snow, the Almanac says. The edi­ 
tor of the Almanac is Eobb Sagen- 
dor ph. who lives in Dublin, N. H. 
His name does not appear any­ 
where in the publication because 
of a tradition which goes back to 
1666. Two London almanac publish­ 
ers predicted that the city would 
bum in that year. On Sept. 2, 1666 
it did burn. The two publishers 
were charged with having been in­ 
cendiaries and both of them were 
hanged.

Everyone who is pretty good (at 
his job of work tends to believe 
he was born with the innate abil­ 
ity. This is only because there is 
such a thing as being born rich 
or being born to a name. 


Men are not bom writers any 
more than they are born corpora­ 
tion presidents or curve-ball art­ 
ists. If there is such a thing as a 
bora writer, then there must also 
be such a thing as boing born 
a bad writer and the metaphysical 
conditions attendant on this prop­ 
osition are complex. 
Most of us refuse to accept the 
idea of pre-destination. 
We are 
what we make of ourselves. 
I believe the process by which 
a man becomes a good writer or 
sets himself up as a successful 
financier is the same process by 
which a child learns to tie his 
shoelaces. One day he simply gets 
the idea. 
For all that people may dis­ 
agree, I believe genius itself Is 
acquired and not dispensed by ac­ 
cident. Since most of us are not 
geniuses, it is more convenient to 
say that the genius is born that 
way which is why he is a genius. 
But the genius is not a sponge 
who sits soaking up bright ideas, 
he is a man or woman who learns 
early that concentration pays re­ 


wards. 
John Stuart MUI, the famous 
English 
philosopher

Utilitarianism a respectable sub­ 
ject for a Ph.D. dissertation was 
made into a genius by his stub­ 
born father. Mill Sr. had his son 
reading Greek, Latin, and French 
by age seven and solving compli- 
j cated mathematical equations by 
age ten. 
John Stuart Mill himself did not 
escape this regimen without a se- 
j vere emotional strain, which he 
1 described in his wonderful “Auto­ 
biography,” but the evidence is 
that without his father’s discipline 
he might have been happier but 
not as smart. 
By no means am I recommend- 
j ing that parents start oft trans­ 
forming their children into wiz- 
First of all, most parents 
a ^ i ’t that smart and second the 
world has its share of geniuses 
already.
